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COVERUP 


Bond misled by Ballesteros, Mullinix on censorship

After a one day ‘‘cen- 
sorship”’ closure, the Main Art 
Gallery was ordered reopened 
Tuesday morning by CSUS 
President James Bond after 
he learned he had been 
misled by two top ad 
ministrators, according to 
Hornet sources. 

The Gallery, which houses 
a display of pencil and scrat- 
chbeard drawings depicting 
male and female organs in 
various forms of sexual ac- 
tivity, was ordered closed last 
Thursday afternoon (a week 
ahead of schedule) by David 
Ballesteros, Dean of Arts and 
Sciences. According to 
sources, Ballesteros acted 
alter a tour with Assoc. Dean 
Lorna Adams and Vice- 
President for Academic Af- 
fairs Floyd Multinix 

After this, Mullinix  in- 
formed Bond that the gallery 
was closed due to the lack of 
funds to pay gallery sitters 
and the official line out of ad- 
ministration reflected this 
saying the gallery was not 
closed ‘‘due to censorship.” 

However, the Hornet 
learned early Friday after- 
noon that gallery sitters are 
not paid out of Student As- 
sistant funds. Fred Boyle, Art 
Gallery Management instruc- 
tor, said students are required 
to sit in the galleries during ex- 
hibits as a requirement of his 
class. Furthermore, the Art

Department has $1,800 
remaining in its Student As- 
sistant account. 

When told of this Friday, 
Bond's assistant Greg Thatch 
said he was told, the reason for 
the closure was not due to lack 
of funds but because a faculty 
member forgot to schedule 
sitters for Friday. However. 
Hornet reporters yesterday 
suw a mimmeographed copy 
of a full list of sitters 
scheduled for the gallery 


“T have a complete list here 
for the full two week run of the 
display." Boyle said 

Administration officials 
became involved in the 
closure when a Carmichael 
woman sent a letter to Sen 
Albert Rodda’s office com- 
plaining about the contents of 
the art gallery. One of Rodda's 
assistants came to see the art 
exhibit and was accompanied 
by Mullinix and Ballesteros. 
Afterwords they all met with 
Professor Bohr, an art 
teacher, and Bohr was given 
an indirect order by Mullinix 
to ‘‘make sure the gallery is 
closed." 

When asked about this 
Mullinix said, “I don't recall.”’ 

However, Bohr said he 
went over to the gallery to 
make sure that the gallery 
was locked up. “It was my 
understanding that the gallery 
was to remain closed,”’ he 
said. 

When interviewed on Fri-

asked a student nurse as she 
took another bite of her ham 
sandwich. 

Today is the special student 
senate elections, but no one 
seems to know anything about 
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day Ballesteros said, ‘*There 
was no official notice that the 
exhibit was closed and there 
has been no official word of 
censoring the material 
either. 

He also said it was up to the 
gallery director to close the 
exhibit. But the director, John 
Fitzgibbon, was out of town, 
lecturing at Rutgers Univer- 
sity. when the gallery was 
closed 

Ballesteros denied the 
School of Arts and Sciences 
had any role in the closure ol 
the gallery, and that he, 
specifically, did not order the 
gallery closed. 


Bond's office declined to 
say what action if any would 
be tuken against Baliesteros 


and Mullinix but expressed “ 


alarm that they were misled 
concerning the reasons for the 
gallery closure. 

The president's office was 
also concerned that the 
gallery opening yesterday 
morning was delayed for 
nearly two hours after Bond 
had given a direct order that it 
be opened on_ schedule. 
Baliesteros was ordered to 
personally open the gallery, 
which he did at 11:30 a.m. 

The exhibit, by Loren 
Michel, will be on display 
through Friday, Feb. 21, from 
10 a.m. to 7 p.m. The Main 
Gallery is located across from 
the oid library in the 
breezeway of the Art building.

Washington—Earl Butz. 
the Secretary of Agriculture. 
has been taking a beating 
because he's so stingy with our 
food. The pressure to give 
away food to underdeveloped 
countries grows with each TV 
documentary showing yet 
another nation suffering from 
a case of permanent star- 
vation 

For once in his life Mr. Butz 
may be right, albeit for the 
wrong reasons. Except as one- 


shot, emergency disaster 
relief. giving away food 
makes no sense. The poor 
nations like the rich must ° 


manage their affairs so they 
can grow enough food to feed 
their own people 

They can't do that if their 
best land, their water and 
their investment capital are 
used to grow agricultural 
commodities for export. In 
many places in the world that 
seems to be what's happening. 
There are reports, for exam- 
ple, that in the middle of the 
drought in the African Sahel, 
Mali was growing peanuts and 
exporting them while the 
relief planes were flying in 
food. 

This is anything but a uni- 
que piece of irony. In Colom- 
bia, with an estimated 130,000 
metric ton protein deficiency, 
‘a hectare (about two-and-a- 
haif acres) devoted to the rais- 
ing of carnations brings a 
million pesos a year. while 
wheat or corn brings only 
12,500 pesos. As a result, 
Colombia...must use scarce 
foreign exchange to import 
basic foodstuffs,"’ write 
Barnet and Muller in ‘‘Glabal 
Reach: The Power of the 
Multinational Corporations’’ 
(Simon and Schuster, 1974). 
“The development track of the 
global corporations features 
increased production of lux 
ury items such as strawber- 
ries and asparagus for the 
international suburban 
market. But the money does 
not flow to the hungry ma- 
jority...’ 


A Polite Word for Starving 


Joseph Collins of the 
Transnational Institute, a left- 
leaning organization 
specializing in world 
economic problems, points out 
that, while the production of 
broiler chickens in Colombia 
has doubled in less than a 
decade. ‘‘only about 20 
percent of the population can 
afford to buy even one chicken 
a year.’ The rest are 
“economically inactive,’’ 
which seems to be a polite 
word for starving. 

Collins observes 
although the Green 
Revolution may indeed in- 
crease production, it means 
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very little to the people grow- 
ing the produce. Thus in 
Colombia 70 percent of the 
grain grown there is diverted 
to poultry feed to fatten 
chickens that most Colom- 
bians can't buy 

According to his 
calculations, one hectare of 
land used in that way will sup- 
port 1,430 people, if they only 
had the money to buy chicken 
at 200 pesos a kilogram. The 
sume land, if used to grow soy 
beans for direct human con- 
sumption, will feed 22.700 
people at 12 pesos per 
kilogram 

If Collins is right, Colombia 
is relatively better off than a 
place like the Dominican 
Republic where, he says, Gulf 
& Western has set itself up ina 
Sugar cane operation that isso 
self-contained the locals get no 
side benefits from it at all. Not 
only does the company import 
Haitian labor, but. Collins 
Says. with their own repair 
shops and company stores. 
G&W doesn't buy anything 
from the host country.

William Turner, former 
FBI agent. urged several 
reforms in the operation of the 
FBI and CIA inan avpeurance 
helore students in the CSUS 
Music Recital Hall last 
Friday 

Turner, who began a letter- 
writing Campaign requesting 
a Congressional investigation 


of the FBI in 1961, has written 
several books and articles ont 
he subject which include The 


Police Establishment, 
Hoover's FBI, and The Cuban 
Project. 


He is also a western inves- 
tigator for the National 
Wiretap Commission in 
Washington which _ inves- 
tigates abuses of anti-eaves- 
dropping laws

‘We've never really looked 
at the agency as an agency.”’ 
Turmer said. referring to 
critics of the FBI and CIA who 
scrutinize the directors of 
those agencies. However, he 
did say that the directors of 
the FBI and CIA must regain 
control if any reform is to 
come about 

According to Turner, the 
present FBI director 
Clarence Kelly, ‘‘will not help 
very much.”’ Although Kelly is 
attempting some reforms, ‘‘he 
really isn’t in control of the 
FBI,...the old guard is still in 
the saddle’”’ said Turner, 
referring to the FBI assistant 
director who he says essen- 
tially runs the FBI 

Possible reforms include 
returning the FBI to its 
constitutional role as an inves- 
tigative arm of the Justice 
Department, according to 
Tumer 

Additional reforms involve 
“purging all those files.”’ 
Tumer mentioned files on 
various politicians, criminals 
and private citizens in the 
Washington, D.C. FBI head- 
quarters that are so large that 
“they encompass the entire 
lengths of eight football fields 
in size.” 

Because of recent 
revelations from Washington 
about files being kept on in- 
dividual congressmen and 
senators, Turner feeis the FBI 
should discontinue ail political 
surveillance. He thinks a 
separate agency should be es- 
tablished to handle such areas 
as ‘‘security and espionage.”’ 

Creation of a separate civil 
rights branch is needed in the 
near future because Turner 
says ‘‘There’s no empathy on 
the part of the FBI or CIA for 
civil liberties.” 

In the wake of Watergate 
and its subsequent coverup, 
Turner belives the ‘definition 
of crime now has gotten highly 


(burglaries and wiretaps) 
under Eisenhower and Nix- 

he said 

Turner, who left the FBI 
after 10 years of service, spoke 
of his numerous experiences 
while an agent 

He referred to ‘*Black-bag 
jobs’ where federal agents 
would make surreptitious en- 
tries into the homes of private 
citizens to search for in- 
criminating evidence, pliant 
listening devices or tap 
phones 

Typical “‘fronts’’ used, ac- 
cording to Turner, were the in- 
dustrial ‘“‘hard-hat” laborer 
types or utility workers 
Agents would carry nothing 
identifying them with the FBI 
while *‘casing the joint.’ This 
was done to ensure anonymity 
in case anything went wrong 

The primary purpose for 
these break-ins, wiretaps, and 





planted listening devices were 
“to gather intelligence 
mainly on functionaries of 
communist parties.” 


When questioned on 
whether the blue-ribbon com- 
mittee appointed by President 
Ford would come up with any 
substantive evidence of 
domestic spying or other 
covert activities by the CIA or 
FBI, Turner expressed ex- 
treme pessimism. 

“Naming (Vice President) 
Nelson Rockefeller as chair- 
man is like asking a rabbit to 
deliver a carrot,"’ Turner said 
indicating concern about the 
alleged involvement 
Rockefeller has with the CIA 

Turner said a senator has 
contacted him and he expects 
to be called to testify before 
Rockefeiler’s committee in 
the near future

“I feel career planning is 
synonomous with life plan- 
ning. The concept of career 
development is a new one. It 
used to be that a student would 
walk in with his or her 
diploma, lay it on the desk. 
and say, ‘I need a job. We're 
trying to do more than that 
now.’ 

The Center has been in ex- 
istence since the mid-50's. 
when its sole function was to 
connect graduating students 
with potential employers 
However, as of two years ago, 
the center expanded its ser- 
vices to include career plan- 
ning as well as helping with 
employment possibilities. 





Center’s role to find 
acceptable work role 





The center's role is, as Mit- 
chell put it, ‘‘To assess with 
the student their total being. 
and derive from that those fac- 
tors that may indicate which 
work field they may or may 
not be suited for.”’ 

The center, which is funded 
partially by the student’s 
material and services fee, and 
partially by the state, is open 
to every student. The problem 
is that most students either

find out about the Center too 
late in their academic career, 
or else they don’t think they 
need it until it’s too late 

Mitchell spoke on this point 
by saving, *‘You shouldn't just 
wait until your senior year to 
look at who you are. Instead 
do a little ‘archeology on 
yourself. That's what we'll try 
to heip you with.” 





Searching for “right 
job”’ can be frustrating 
experience 


The center's counselors 
talk to students looking for as- 
sistance and assesses their 
goals and personal 
peculiarities. From this, the 
student can eventually deter- 
mine what sort of work en- 
vironment they would best fit 
into. Phe next task confronting 
the student is priming for the 
inevitable job search. The 
earch for that ‘right job’ can 
be a very taxing and frus- 
trating experience, but if one 
takes the right precautions. 
the tusk can be much easier on 
the nerves 





Hidden manpower pool 
available 


“There is a hidden man- 
power pool available,”’ Mit- 
chell explained, ‘‘and it’s 
made up of people with skills, 
interests and abilities that 
somebody would like to take a 
look at if a person knows how 
to demonsrate those wares 

“There is almosi a feeling 
of contempt held for the unem- 
ployed by personnel people 
Weat the Center try toelevate 
one’s existence from the 
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hidden manpower poo!, and 
help you demonstrate yourself 
in a way that makes you at 
tractive for some kind of work 
environment.” 


Some of the ways Mr. Mit- 


chell suggests you make 
yourself ‘attractive’ to your 
chosen field are: (1) write 


resumes that look like a job 
description of who you are: (2) 
do some research on yourself, 
so you can talk intelligently 
about what you can offer the 
environment you have 
chosen, (3) do field work in the 
field you apply to. as to 
demonstrate some _ interest 
and working knowledge of the 
environment, and also to 
demonstrate to the inter- 
viewer you are not just looking 
for any job open 





**The potential employer 
looks for three basic skill 
areas 





This brought up the ques- 
tion of what interviewers look 
for as a basis of ‘‘screening 
out’ applicants. Mitchell 
auswered, ‘The potential em 
ployer looks at three basic 
skill areas 


“The first deals with 
functional skills. or those 
skills that would allow one to 
survive in their work en- 
vironment. The secend is the 
content area, which is actually 
an extension of the first, and it 
involves a working knowledge 
of the field. We recommend 


getting involved in an 
internship program to 
strengthen this particular 
skill area 
















And the third area is the 
adaptive skills, which are the 
skills one uses to work with 


people time authority 
energy, space and = super- 
vision. This is ironic, in that 


these are exactly the same 
things an employer looks at 
when contemplating the firing 
of someone, as well as when 
hiring

Along with the placement 
services of the Center, there is 
also a one-unit. three-part. six- 
week series of workshops 
offered. The first pertion of the 
workshops deal with resume 
format. correspondence and 
employer screening The 
second part explores inter- 
view techniques’ and 
procedures. The last part ol 
the package deuls with a job 
searching clinic 

The center is open to 
anyone. student or non- 
student. who is interested in a 
career field. The professional

Lenny is a reality in B&W

After viewing one of the 
heaviest dramas I've seen in 
many years, I realized that the 
script was actually based ona 
true-life story.

What did Lenny want from 
society and what was he after 
when he talked about 
homosexuality, V.D.. racism, 
politics and dirty language? 

There can be no certain 
answer although many 
attempts have been made 
recently: First in the form of 
literature, Ladies and Gen- 
tlemen — Lenny Bruce!! and 
now a film simply titled Len- 
ny, 

It seems impossible to 
recreate a man's lifeon screen 
when he has been dead only 
eight years and especially a 
character as intricate as Len- 
ny. Nevertheless, this writer 
can honestly say, Lenny is 
worth seeing at least once, 
regardless of who's pla‘ ing 
the lead role 


Dustin Hoffman, a_two- 
time Academy Award 
nominee presented himself as 
Lenny much better than I 
thought anyone capable of 
doing. Other than the fact that 
the script might have been in- 
valid in a few scenes, the story 
follows Lenny's life as close as 
possible 


Dustin portrays Lenny asa 
wet rag’ in a few scenes that 
should not have been in the 
movie, one being a final per- 
formance when Lenny was on

Because the design was by 
senior University of Southern 
California architecture 
students Martha Evert and 
Mike Underwood, in order to 
be contracted for building. it 
must be signed by an ar 
chitectural engineer. Very 
few like to be responsible for 
someone else's plans, but the 
engineering department 
might find the plans sound 
enough to sign, thus saving 
money

Besides the numerous sex- 
ual problems between Honey 
and Lenny. the audience is 
continually subjected to view- 
ing drug addiction among per- 
formers. Honey becomes a 
sniveling durkyed ‘druggie’ 
while at the same time Lenny 
enters into one of the mast 
complicated portions of his en- 
tire life: stuge. courtroom and 
nursery scenes engulf the rest 
of the movie
